 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 13 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 14

 [SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 17 

15, 2004 and annually thereafter, the Maryland Insurance Administration shall 18 

report, in accordance with § 2–1246 of the State Government Article, to the Senate 19 

Finance Committee and the House Health and Government Operations Committee, 20 

for the 12–month period following the date the preceding report is provided, on: 21 

 

  (1) the number of complaints filed with the Administration relating to 22 

the denial of coverage for the surgical treatment of morbid obesity; 23 

 

  (2) the health insurance carrier that denied coverage and the reason 24 

given for the denial; and 25 
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  (3) whether the Administration upheld or reversed the denial of 1 

coverage and the basis of the decision.] 2 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 3 

October 1, 2010. 4
